OCCUPATION OF A RETIRED 
DEFAULTER: ¥ 


Governor Mch ar, of Mississippi; has 
recently submited to the Legislature of that 
State a copy of ‘some correspondence be- 
t peaselfand Richard. Graves, form- 

Treasurer of the State, who abscvuirded 
in 1843, a defaulter to the Treasury ina sum 
of 45,000,and took up his residence in Can- 
ada.. ‘Phe Governor,’ it seems; despatehed 
an agent to Canada last Summer, and: had 
Graves arrested under the:Ashburton treaty 
at his residence in Simcoe, in that province 
but after two trials by . separate justices, he 
wae discharged by both, on the-ground:that 
the treaty did not provide for the -rendition 
of persons charged with the crime of embez- 
zlement. 

Mr. Graves.or, as he has. called hiniself 
of late years, Richard MM. House, did not, 


however, rest easy .under. his discharge, but 


yearned tor his native South, to his bs ei 
an_exile of fourteen. years, he. remains strong+ 
ly attached. He, ag cordingly ddinescee 
the following latter to Governor McRae: 
July 22,1856. 
“To the Governor of Mississippi. 


“SIMCOE, 


“As I donot know your name, -I address 
you as I do. I have been. near fourteen 
years an exile, living in this Siberia of 
America, exposed to this terrible climate, 
where the mercury often sinks to 40 degredi#| 3 
below zero, separated from all that is dear to 
me oneratb. Surely this is sufficient punish- 
ment for all, my previous acts-—--even if I 
had beer living in Ktussia, may offence 
would not have merited the. punishment I 

wave endured. 

“You surely cannot (after fourteen. years 
of punishment, when my headis silvered with 
and age, when my children. have 
unconscious of their 
father’s misfortu: 1e) wish to degrade me any 
farther. - 

“Phave a wife, sir, born in ‘the Sunay

The Lecture by Elihu Burritt. 
Esq. 


Upon “ a plan of brotherly co-partnership 
between North and South for the peaceful 
-extinetion of Slevery,” was a specious hand- 
Ning of the old subject of “ compensation to 
masters,” exploded over and over a thou- 
-sind times. Though presented in a grace 

ful and eloqnent manner, and having for its 
_ advocate the fearned and far-famed lecturer, 
the measure was clearly in direct conflict 
with ‘the plainest principles of right, and 
the arguments urged its favor 
could not by any lozical expedient be made 
tulayree with one another, (as should time 
permit we propose to show in future.) 
“ Expediency” that potent excuse of slave- 
tholder and colonization, and an occasiona! 
convenient afte. -thought with more conscien- 
tious men, was the plea upon which com- 
pensation was urged. The noticeable fea- 
ture of the meeting was, that whiie every 
just and generous sentiment was loudly ap- 
plauded, there was no assent to the pecu- 
liar theory, propounded. After the meet-

ing,a vote of thanks was moved by Mr. | 


Jameison, with appropriate remarks in favor 
of freedom, and complimentary to the tal- 
ents of Mr. Burritt; but in no way endors- 
ing his. compensation view. The British 
Government under which we live dues not 
aeknowledge the right of the American 
siaweholder to compensation; neither would 
compensation to American siaveholders be 
a parallel case with that of paying West In- 
dia masters; were we not, then, to violate 
every principle, of christianity and morality 
by agreeing to such a measure, we would be 
found as Canadians, repudiating the most 
generous and nobje act of our own govern- 
ment. Itshouwld be ranked with treason! 
After saying thus much, we are in favor of 
compensation, but to quite other parties. 
Pay~the slaves! not the masters as Mr. 
Burritt would persuade, but pay the man 
who-owns nothing, knows nothing and who 
has never been paid! Mr. Burritt suggests 
that over-plus treasury money might be used 
toeducate him at home, or to send him to

Dear Frignp:—As you are aware Miss 


been lecturing on Slavery for the ast few 
months in this region. You will therefore, 
I doubt, not, be pleased to hear, as | am to 
state how she has succeeded, and the im- 
pression she has produced in an atmosphere 
so notoriously Pro-slavery, as has generally 
been ascribed to this part of the country, 
by “all the world and the rest of mankind.” 

Almost eniirely a Stranger in Philadel- 
phia, her first lecture (in this city) was de- 
livered before a highly intelligent audience, 
at the Assembly Buildings on Chestnut St, 
where she acquitted herself handsomely 
and made a deep and favorable Impressiob, 
doubtless on all present. 

Here it must be remembered, she was 
before an audience who had been accustum- 
ed to hear good speaking, who would not 
| be likely to endure or excuse an ordinary 
effort trom any one. 

Being invited she spoke effectively and 
Goquently on several other occasivns to 


parts of the city. 

The Execuuve Committee of the Peun- 
syivania Anti-slavery society, feeling that 
she was highly capable of aiding tue Anu- 
slavery Cause In Kastern Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, solicited her to remain and ac- 
cept an agency under their auspices which 
she has consented to do, and nas been thus 
actively engaged eversince. And_ rarely 
has she ever failed in the many places she 
has lectured, even in the most Pro-slavery 
neighborhoods or on the coldest nights, to 
get out full houses a d respectful attention. 

In New Jersey, especiaily, has she done 
great good. As you are aware from hav- 
ing livedin that state, prejudice aud Pro- 
slavery rarely uncer any circumstances 
treat the blackman or the Anti-slavery cause 
with the slightest respect or a particle of 
justice, ‘The stoical indifference manifest- 
ed by the masses, the decided.
